The application has been amended as follows: Claim 2 has been amended at 
line 18, after "the separate backlights" to add -, and the luminance level of the first 
display area is non-zero--. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach, either singly or in combination, the first and second display 
areas are provided on a transmissive liquid crystal display device with separate 
backlights for each of the display areas; both the first display area and the second 
display area are both on at the same time. The prior art of record, US Patent No. 
6,812,907, teaches a display device with two backlights that can be separately operated 
to save power, such that either one backlight is used for a small display, or both 
backlights are used for a larger display. However, prior art fails to teach or suggest, 
either singly or in combination, any motivation to use both backlights, but at separately 
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modulated non-zero luminance levels such that one backlight has a lower luminance 
than the other.
